The weather didn't co-operate week-end of March 1lth so Jim and I didn't get 
a chance to check out any Neveda ghost towns. We plan to go next Saturday 
(18th) and if we do, we'll give a update at the March meeting. Below is a 
map of some of the towns and some history ~ 

The hunt is scheduled for the 22nd and 23rd of April 1995. 


COBRE* 2 miles west of SR 30 at a point 8 miles northeast of its junction 
with US 40 (I-80). Construction started in November 1905: and by March 1906 
Cobre had officially acquired the post office from nearby Toano. This rail- 
road junction town by 1910 had over sixty people, store, hotel, saloon, 
mercantile company, railroad station, and several houses . For the next 
several decades Cobre remained alive with store and post office but as 
traffic on the N.N. dwindled Cobre outlived its usefulness. In May 1956 
the post office finally closed. Left are several cabins and a few people. 
TOANO: (Toana) 2 miles northwest of Cobre. Founded tate’ in. 1868. The town 
had 250 people. Large freight yards occupied several acres and other 
busnesses included saloons, hotel, boarding house, grocery store and post 
office. Toano prospered untill 1902-03. Many buildings were moved the rest 
destroyed. The cemetery remains nearby. 
MONTELLO: On SR 30 at a point 24 miles northeast of its junction with US 40 
(I-80). Southern Pacific created Montello in 1905, three miles northeast 
of Bauvard (Banvard). The town acquired stores, saloons, rooming houses, 
hotel, restaurants, post office and high school. Montello thrived until 
the advent of Diesel engines on the Southern Pacific early in the 1950s. 
Today Montello is a sleepy town of about 150 to 200 people. 
TECOMA: Oh SR 30 at a point 8 miles northeast of Montello. A post office 
was established here as early as December 1871, and by the 1890s the 
community had a school, saloons, hotel, store and boarding house. The 
hotel burned in 1918: the post office closed three years later, and only 
shipping corrals remain. 
BUEL: Approximately 7 miles east of Motello. Many locations were made in 
the Toana Range in June 1869. Buel had a post office from 1871-1878 but 
died before 1880. Mining operations shut down in 1912 although occasional 
efforts kept the railroad line open until 1940. 
SHAFTER: 12 miles south of I-80 (US 40) at a point 36 miles southwest of 
Wells. A small community begin to form in November 1908. Shafter post 
office had opened in August of that year. They had a saloon, store of 
general merchandise, boarding house, restaurant and about thirty people. 
Shafter still functions as a railroad intersection point, but by 1957 all 
businesses including the post office had closed. Less than half a dozen 
people remain. 
TOBAR: Via graded roads 3 3/4 miles east of US 93 at a point 15 miles south 
of Wells. Construction camp in 1908. Post office established in December 
1911. Townsite platted in May 1913 and a two story hotel was built. 
The Elko paper proclaimed Tobar as the busiest spot in cad ate 
the country. Tobar peaked around 1916 with two , CK) . St. 
Saloons, a rooming house, hotel, hardware store, ale! VT 
lumberyard, blacksmith shop, two mercantile stores,~|/ | | 
a school, post office and the Sentinel.

World War I the settlement declined. In the mid- RAAB 
1920s only a garage, school, post office, store 
and railroad station were left. Station closed in 
early 1930s and the post office closed in 1942. 
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“There were tokens from Cobre, Montello, Tecoma, and’ 
Shafter. Shafter and Cobre being the most valuable.
